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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
rejections over Cortright et al '757 and Cortright et al '457 are withdrawn, in view 
of applicants' arguments filed on September 15, 2008. 

Shalit et al (US 3,786,138) discloses a process for producing hydrogen by 
reacting a carbonaceous material with steam in the presence of molten alkali 
metal hydroxide. However there is no teaching, disclosure or suggestion in Shalit 
et al to substitute an organic substance including four or more carbon atoms per 
molecule for the "carbonaceous material" in the process of Shalit et al. Nor would 
there be any motivation from the prior art to do so. 

McMahon et al (US 3,252,774) discloses a process for the production of a 
hydrogen-containing gas which comprises contacting a molten reaction medium 
comprising an alkali metal carbonate with steam and a normally liquid 
hydrocarbon, the steam and hydrocarbon reacting in the molten reaction medium 
to produce the hydrogen-containing gas. There is no teaching, disclosure or 
suggestion in McMahon et al that the hydrocarbon would react with the alkali 
metal carbonate (the base), as required by applicants' claims. It would be 
expected that the hydrocarbon would not react with the alkali metal carbonate in 
the process of McMahon et al, since McMahon et al disclose at col. 4, lines 64-68 
that an advantage of the process is that the molten medium does not require 
regeneration and can be used for long periods, and that the addition of fresh salt 
is generally required only to make up for any losses which may be caused by 
purging of ash-rich streams. Moreover, McMahon et al do not teach, disclose or 
suggest that a carbonate and/or bicarbonate by-product would be produced by 
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the process, as recited in applicants' claim 1 , or that the process is carried out 
without any substantial production of carbon dioxide or carbon monoxide, as 
required by applicants' claim 44.
